George Allen Says U.S. | 


Loss of Prestige and 
Soviet ‘Cockiness’ 
Threaten World 


Peace.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—- 
George V. Allen, director of the 
United States Information 
Agency, told Congress yesterday 
the United States is losing pres- 
tige throughout the world be- 
cause of Soviet successes in 
space. 
Allen said the United States, 
if it wants to maintain a posi- 


tion of leadership in the eyes of 
the world, must accept the fact 
that space exploration repre- 
sents a race which this country 
must win. 

There is already a tendency 
in world opinion, he reported, to 
view the Soviet Union as pre- 
eminent in all fields of science 
ahd technology because of its 
space feats. 

Warning °n Peace. 

Furthermore, he _ cautioned, 
these successes have created a 
“‘cockiness’”” among Soviet offi- 
cials that endangers world peace. 
In what he described as “‘an un- 
derstatement,” Allen warned: 

“If this new-found Soviet cock- 
iness (arrogrance is not too 
strong a word) translates itself 
into adventuresomeness in for- 
eign affairs, the world is in for 
a good deal of trouble.” 

Allen’s testimony before the 
House Science and Astronautics 
committee was based on reports 
from the USIA’s overseas offices, 
on reports from other govern- 
ment agencies and on public 
opinion pollg conducted by pri- 
vate survey, organizations. 

The general Administration 
opinion, as expressed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and his scien- 
tific adviser, Dr. George B. 
Kistiakowsky, hasbeen that the, 
scientific exploration of space 
should not be considered a race 
and that it was not of overriding 
importance that the United 
States be first in space research. 

‘Can’t Avoid Race.’ 


Allen argued that “regardless 
of how Americans may feel 
about it,” the United States is 
in a space race as far as world 
opinion is concerned, It is a 
race, he said, that “we can’t 
avoid” and that “‘we might as 
well accept.” 

For many people throughout 
the world, he said, space has 
become “the primary symbol of 
world leadership in all areas of 
science and technology.” 

Our space program, therefore, 
he said, has an importance that 
transcends the exploration of 
space and “‘bears on almost ev- 
ery aspect of our relations with 
people of other countries and on 
tnueir view of us as compared 
with the U.S.S.R.” In effect, he 
said, “‘our space program may 
be considered us a measure of 
our vitality and our ability to 
compete with formidable rival 
and as a criterion of our ability 
to maintain technological emi- 
neuce worthy of emulation by 
other peoples.”

SAYS U.S. ATLAS 
COULD HAVE GONE 
ON 8300-MILE TEST 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., Jan. 
23 (AP)—An Atlas missile 
launched two weeks ago carried 
enough fuel to travel 8300 miles, 


nearly 600 miles farther than the 

Russian rocket fired into the 

Pacific Wednesday, an informed | 
source reports. 

The Atlas, launched Jan. 7, 
flew only its intended 6300-mile 
range and finished the flight with 
fuel to spare. 

The Russians said their new 
rocket covered 7760 miles and 
dropped its nose cone only 1.24 
miles from its target. The Atlas 
carried its payload to within two 
miles of its bullseye and reg- 
istered the fifteenth straight suc- 
cess for this big military missile. 

The source said the Atlas had 
10 seconds of unused fuel re- 
maining when the missile’s 


“Had it burned,” he said, “the 
Atlas would have gone another 
2000 miles. But it was pro- 
grammed for the 6300-mile course 
to test certain refinements.” 

The Atlas engines burn for 
about 414 minutes before sending 
the nose cone on. its ballistic 
trajectory. 


ACCURACY HIKED 
5 TIMES BY NEW 
ROCKET, REDS SAY 


MOSCOW, Jan. 23 (UPI)—A 
Soviet scientist said yesterday 
the Russian rocket fired into the 
central Pacific ocean was five 
times as accurate as any pre- 
vious Russian rocket. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
quoted astronautical scientist Ari | 
Sternfield as saying the rocket 
“maintained a speed with a pre- 
cision of up to three-thousandths 
of 1 per cent, and deviated from 
the pre-set angle of ascent by 
only 16 seconds.” 

He said the precision ‘“sur- 
passed all expectations.” 

Sternfield said the rocket first | 
traveled vertically. He said it | 
reached its apogee (highest | 
point) at an altitude of 738 miles. 
_ The Russian anouncement on | 
the test of the rocket said it 
traveled 7762 miles, attained “4 
speed of 16,146 miles an hour, | 
and missed its predetermined | 
target by less than 144 miles. 

Soviet Chemist Semyon Volfko- 
vich called the test a triumph 
for Soviet chemists who “evolved 
new types of fuel for. rockets,’’ 
according to Tass.

EISENHOWER,

ONCUBAN CRISIS 


Ambassador Bonsal Re- 
turning to Washing- 
ton After Press, Ra- 
dio Attacks on U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower conferred 
with Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter today on the develop- 
ing crisis in United States-Cuban 
relations. 

Herter made an early morning 
call at the White House. He and 
his aids apparently have been 
uncertain about what to do about 
what they consider insulting and 
erratic behavior by Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro, who has 
combined a campaign of seizure 
of United States-owned planta- 
tions with a propaganda drive 
against the United States and its 
leaders. 

At a congressional committee 
Thursday Herter said that at- 
tacks made by Castro on the 
United States were “insulting.” 
He announced that he had sum- 
moned Ambassador Philip Bon- 
sal home for consultation. There 
is speculation that Bonsal will 
delay his return to Cuba in- 
definitely. 

Bonsal left Havana by plane 
this morning and was expected 
in Washington late today. Aids 
said he would report immedi- 
ately to Herter, Whether he also 
would see Mr. Eisenhower this 
weekend was not disclosed. 

There was no demonstration at 
the Havana airport when Bonsal 
left, such as there was when 
Spanish Ambassador Juan Pable 
de Lojendio, ordered out of Cuba 
by Castro, left yesterday. Lo- 
jendo reached Madrid today de- 
clining to comment on the con- 
troversy in which he challenged 
Castro ‘insults’? on a television 
show Thursday.

TAKE UP POSTS 
IN ALGIERS AS 
STRIKE SPREADS 


Ousting of Massu Pro- 
tested— Army Hero 
Silent After 45-Min- 
ute Meeting With 
DeGaulle. 


ALGIERS, Jan. 23 (AP)—Com- 
bat-armed French troops took 
positions throughout Algiers to- 
day as a general strike protest- 
ing the ouster of popular Maj. 
Gen. Jacques Massu spread 
through Algeria’s capital. 

The news that Massu, hero of 

the European rightwingers in Al- 
geria, had been fired from his 
Algiers command by President 
Charles de Gaulle spread swiftly. 
The general strike began in the 
suburbs of Belcourt and Bab-el- 
Qued. 
Police and army patrols 
appeared throughout the city. 
Police vans stood at main inter- 
sections. The police carried sub- 
machineguns and army patrols 
wore steel helmets and combat 
uniforms. 

In Paris, Massu emerged silent 
from a 45-minute meeting with 
De Gaulle, whose leadership 
Massu allegedly criticized in a 
newspaper interview. 

Recalled Tuesday. 
Gen. Massu was recalled to 


President and allowed to cool his 
heels until yesterday. Then it 
was announced that he was being 
relieved of his command and re- 
placed by Lt. Gen. Jean Crepin. 

The daily France-Soir speculat- 
ed Massu may be assigned a 
post either in West Africa or 
Madagascar. Either would re- 
move him far from _ rebellion- 
torn Algeria and preclude such 
comment or criticism as cost 
him his Algiers job. 

Announcement of his removal 
was softened by government 
promises to press vigorously the 
war against the rebels, who have 
been in revolt more than five 
years, 

Word that Massu had been re 
moved reached Algiers in morn- 
ing newspapers. Crowds of 
youths began gathering a short 
while later, prompting many 
merchants to close their shops in 
fear of violence. 

Delegate-General Paul Delouv- 
rier took to the radio to urge 
calmness. 

“TI know what this great soldier 
represented to you and I pay 
him tribute,” he said. 

Delouvrier termed the dismis- 
sal regretable, but added ‘‘you 
understand that authority must 
be affirmed. The Government 
will not retreat.” 

He warned that violent reac- 
tion to dismissal might bring 
chaos to Algeria. 

Before DeGaulle announced his 
self - determination proposal, 
Massu was among his strongest 
supporters. He played a major 
role in the 1958 Algerian revolt 
that restored De Gaulle to power.

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Navy Bathyscaph Dives 7 Miles 
In Pacific Trench, Sets Record 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— | 
The Navy’s bathyscaph Trieste | 
set a new world’s record today 
by diving more than seven miles 
to the bottom of the Marianas 
trench in the Pacific. 

Scientist Jacques Piccard and 
Navy Lt. Don Walsh of San 
Diego were aboard the bathy- 
scaph in the 37,800-foot dive. 

The descent into the deepest 
known hole in the world’s oceans 
also demonstrated that the depth 
was considerably greater than 
previously estimated. Studies 
based on soundings made in 1957 
by a Russian oceanographic ship 
rw indicated a depth of 36,198 
eet. 

This was the third deep ex- 
ploration made by the bathy- 


feet. 
Piccard took the Trieste down 
to 24,000 feet. 

At the new depth of 7.15 miles, 
the stout hull of the bathyscaph 
was under a pressure of 16,883 
pounds per square inch. 

Piccard and Walsh, in their 
initial report to the Navy, said 
no dificulties were encountered 
in the dive. 

The Navy said the deep ocean 
probes provide ‘‘scientific knowl- 
edge of sunlight penetration, un- 
derwater visibility, transmission 
of man-made sounds, and marine 
geological studies.” 

While the Navy did not men- 
tion it specifically, this informa- 
tion is important to the operation 
of the new  nuclear-powered,

The plan was prepared for the 
commission by the city planning 
firm of Harland Bartholomew 
and Associates. With possible 
changes, it is expected to serve 
as the basis for re-zoning pro- 
posals the commission will 
make. 

The report made clear the be- 
lief that the county inevitably 
will lose its suburban and rural 
characteristics under the impact 
of the population increase. Its 
development into an urban area 
will be topsy-turvy and wasteful 
without a land-use plan, a Bar- 
tholomew spokesman said. 

Provisions of Proposal. 

The proposal would: 

1. Reserve a total of 20,800 
industrial

Gates declined to discuss his 
testimony, but he said of the 
committee members, ‘‘they 
seemed satisfied.” 


Representatives S. 
Stratton Jr. (Dem.), New York, 
and James E. Van Zandt (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, agreed on an im- 
pression that more solid infor- 
mation on war production in 
Russia is available now than a 
year ago. 

“It’s a question of refining the 

estimates as to how much of the 
capacity is being used,” said 
Stratton. 

“Since the missile gap is some- 
thing in the future—when there 
had been some fears that the 
Russians would pull far ahead 
by exerting all their capabilities 
—it is possible to be somewhat 
more optimistic if we learn they 
are not stretching to their full 
capacity.” 

Meanwhile, Secretary of the 
Navy William B. Franke and 
Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, chief 
of naval operations, went before 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee in secret session. 

Navy Still Leads. 

In a statement distributed out- 
side the hearing room, Burke 
said the Navy still leads the 
world “and this is an 
we do not intend to lose.” 

But Burke spoke 6f Communist 
bloc submarine capability as 
posing a major and rising threat 
to the United States and its al- 
lies. He said Russia will have 
nuclear powered submarines in 
operation soon and eventually 
will have ballistic missile sub- 
marines.

SENATE AGAIN DELAYS 0K

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The Senate again has put off 
final action on a federal elections 
bill that would raise campaign 
spending limits but require fuller 
reporting of the money spent. 

Wrangles over an amendment 
to curb political activities of 
labor unions and a counter 
amendment to tack on civil 
rights provisions bogged the bill 
‘ down in debate yesterday. 

The only major action was to 
provide that if the bill becomes 
law, it shall not apply to this 
year’s election campaigns. With- 
out objection, the Senate accepted 
an amendment of Republican 
leader Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois making the effective date 
Jan. 1, 1961. The bill is a re 
vision of the 35-year-old Corrupt 
Practices Act.

African Miners iPQWELL SEEMS 


Air Now Reaching Area of Mine 
Where 440 Men Are Trapped 


COALBROOK, South Africa, 
Jan. 23 (AP)—Air is now getting 
through to the area where 440 
miners are trapped deep in the 
Clydesdale North colliery, res- 
cuers said today, But water seep- 
ing into the diggings presented 
a new hazard. 

There still was no communi- 
cation with the trapped men. A 
pipe line along which “‘pipe talk” 
could be was broken in 
the rock fall that caught the men 
behind a mile-thick barrier. 

The fact that air was getting 
through means that, if there are 
any survivors, they are in less 
danger from gas. 

Rescue teams told of walking 


chest-deep in water that may be 
filling the lower workings. Maps 
have been sent down to rescue 
workers trying to get around the 
obstruction through disused pas- 
sageways. Some inched their 
way along the main shaft at two 
feet an hour. 

A massive diamond drilling 
machine of 13-inch bore, the fast- 
est in South Africa, was on the 
way to Coalbrook. The machine 
was expected to reach the pit- 
head late tonight. 

Miners said if the trapped men 
were not killed in the rock fall 
there was a glimmer of hope 
some might survive.

BOSTON, Jan. .23 (AP)—Paul 
Pender, an articulate ex-fireman 
who has denounced the evils of 
boxing and three times quit the 
ring, today rules as the world 
middleweight champion—limited 
version. 

Pender, a 5-1 uuderchoice took 
the final trappings off Sugar Ray 
Robinson in a 15-round split de- 
cision last night after the Na- 
tional Boxing Association earlier 
had stripped the veteran New 
Yorker of his crown in 46 states. 

And, even before the shouting 
was over, both camps were talk- 
ing about a rematch, although 
differing on the site. A return 
bout had been written into the 
contract, with a 90-day limit, 
just in case of a Pender victory. 

Robinson’s manager, George 
Gainford, who spoke forcefully 
of his conviction that Sugar Ray 
had won, said: 

“We'll have the return in New 
York if Madison Square Garden 
will have it. They won the title 
here and I don’t think it’s fair 
for them to have the return here 
too.” 

Naturally, Pender, 29-year-old 
resident of suburban Brookline, 
prefers his home grounds but 
added: “I’m ready for Robinson, 
definitely, any time, any place.” 

His title is recognized only in 
Massachusetts and New York. 

Robinson Off Form. 


Cautiously jabbing and moving 
away from the 39-year-old Rob- 
inson in the early stages last 
night, Pender made Sugar miss

then became more forceful in the 
late rounds. He landed efféec- 
tively to Robinson’s head while 


protecting his own. Robinson 
landed his most solid blows to 
Pender’s body. 


Pender, bleeding from a cut 
under the left eyebrow from the 
seventh round on, had six sitches 
to close the wound. 

Robinson, making his first de- 
fense since he recaptured the 
middleweight title from Carmen 
Basilio 22 months ago, tried des- 
perately to knock out the chal- 
lenger in the early rounds. Sugar 
Ray slowed up Pender with shots 
to the body in the fourth round, 
and he stunned Paul in the sixth 
with a right that sent him 
against the ropes. He again hurt 
Pender with three hard left 
hooks to the body and one 
smashing left back to the head 
in the seventh. But*he couldn't 
put. him down. 

In the fifteenth round, Robin- 
son staggered Paul with two 
left hooks to the chin and had 
him reeling, but Sugar Ray just 
didn’t have enough to finish him. 

Writers Favor Robinson. 

Judges Joe Santoro and John 
Norton voted 147-138 and 148-142 
in favor of Pender on the 10- 
point must system. Referee Joe 
Zapustas called it Robinson, 146- 
142, A ringside poll found the 
writers favoring the loser, 15-12. 

The defeat was only the sev- 
enth for Robinson in his 152 
bouts. It was Pender’s thirty- 
sixth victory in 43 fights—and 
his eighth straight triumph. 

Pender weighted 15934, Robin-

While the 10,608 Boston Garden 
fans knew Pender in his moment 
of triumph, many of the national 
television audience wanted ‘to 
know who was this brash up- 
start who unseated the ageless 
Sugar Man.

If we went to another planet, 
the earth would look like a small 
light in the sky. I am supposing 
that we looked from one of the 
closer planets. 


From such a far planet as 
Uranus or Neptune, the earth 
would be out of sight. A strong 
telescope would be needed to 
catch sight of our “home 
planet.”’ 


To anyone on Mars, the earth a 


would look a great deal as Venus | 


looks to us—almost as bright |*= 


and beautiful. | 

If we went to Venus, and | 
could clear a space in the cloudy | 
sky, the earth would appear as 
the most beautiful object in the 
night sky. It would seem 
brighter than Venus does to us.
